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Abstract of the Disclosure 

A hip control apparatus for a wheelchair includes a two hip supports for positioning 
on opposite sides of the wheelchair seat. Each hip support has a relatively large main 
portion for engaging the pelvic region of a person seated in the wheelchair and narrower 
resiliently flexible arm that projects from the main portion toward the front of the seat. A 
seat belt has a separate segment secured to the arm of each hip support. The segments of 
the seat belt are releasably securable together by a connector. When the seat belt segments 
are secured around the person seated in the wheelchair, the arms of the two hip supports 
bend about the person for added support. 
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
